IARU Region 1 invites the HQ Stations of all IARU member societies and stations of 
Emergency Communications Groups to participate in a Global Simulated Emergency Test on 
Saturday 12 November 2011 from 11:00 - 15:.00 Local Time. 

The operation will take place on and near the emergency Centre-of-Activity (CoA) 
frequencies on 80, 40, 20, 17 and 15 metres (+-QRM). 

This event is different to earlier ones as we will not be activating all stations around 
the globe at the same time, instead the event will call for stations to be active at their local 
time. This will mean that some stations will have to wait for HQ stations to come on air to 
pass their messages but will reduce the inter-region interference that may occur.

Special "paper application offer" procedure 
for STOR QSLs - please read carefully. Bill Moore, 
NC1L, ARRL Awards Branch Manager, reports: "The 
cards for the 2011 STOR operation from the new 
DXCC entity of South Sudan are now being received 
by DXers around the world. With next year's publish- 
ing deadline for 2011 results fast approaching on 
31 December 2011, we will offer a special, reduced- 
price option for those DXCC participants who have 
already made at least one application during 2011. 

* You MUST have already made a submission 
in the 2011 calendar year via either LoTW or via a 
traditional, paper application. If you have made an 
application already in 2011, then you may submit a 
paper STOR QSL (no other cards, just the STOR South 
Sudan card) following these rules: 


* Enclose 5.00 USDs (check, money order, CC#, or 
cash at your risk) for USA amateurs; 

* Enclose 6.00 USDs (check, money order, CC#, or 
cash at your risk) for non-USA amateurs; 

* Enclose an SASE for the return of the STOR card; 

* This special submission is ONLY for the STOR card; 

* If ANY other card(s) are included this will be con- 
sidered a full sub-mission subject to full fees, even if 
you already submitted in 2011; 

* These submission conditions apply ONLY if you 
have already made a submission in 2011; and 

* This offer DOES NOT apply if you have not yet 
made your 2011 sub-mission. All DXCC fees are in 
effect as you can include this card with your regular 
submission; 

* This special offer expires on December 31, 2011, 
and is NOT extended into 2012."

DX Code of Conduct 


I will listen, and listen, and then listen again before calling. 
I will only call if I can copy the DX station properly. 

I will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 
I will not interfere with the DX station or anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX 
frequency or in the QSX slot. 

I will wait for the DX station to end a contact before I call. 

I will always send my full call sign. 

I will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. I will not call continuously. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX station requests geographic areas other than mine. 
When the DX operator calls me, I will not repeat my call sign unless I think he has copied it 
incorrectly. 

I will be thankful if and when I do make a contact. 

I will respect my fellow radio amateurs and conduct myself so as to earn their respect.
